DEAR FRIENDS, 


The fact of the resurrection breaks slowly upon us. Perhaps the 
full meaning of God’s act in raising Jesus from the dead is never thor- 
oughly understood or completely appreciated. Its Christian meaning is 
so often obscured in the lives of people by a multitude of lesser things. 


Easter to us does have a joyful note, however, even though to some 
it means only a new outfit of clothing, or a release from a semi-conscious 
feeling that for a period of forty days we should be restraining ourselves 
from doing many of the usual round of pleasures. Whatever Easter does 
mean to us, there is the one outstanding note that can not be curbed. 
There is a joy, a hope, an assurance that this day is in some way different 
from all other days in the year. That we cannot deny. 


And you are right in your feelings and understandings. Easter is a 
day of joy and gladness. The spirit in man is raised a little higher, and 
comes closer to God because of it, closer than it has at other times. 


The women who went first to the sepulchre on the first Easter Day 
went there to anoint a dead body and were confronted by the fact of the 
resurrection. The Angel told them “He is risen; He is not here.” They 
did not understand the complete significance of the fact, though they 
believed. We are told that they left the tomb afraid. It took time for 
them to see what this great event meant to them and to all men. But even 
in their fear, there was a joy and a hope and an assurance that God was 
with them. 


Perhaps we are not much beyond the understanding of these women 
at that time. But Easter still is to those who look back on the great event, 
a day of joy and gladness,—a day of joy and gladness that can by faith 
and trust in God be ever increasingly made manifest to us. 


My hope for you today is that this Easter finds you drawn a little 
closer to God through the fact of the resurrection. That your joy and 
gladness is assured by the fact that the Christ spirit lives in you and that 
you will spread that resurrection gladness through your lives.
